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URNS  is  so  much  the  greatest  of  Scottish 
poets  that  no  other  comes  into  the  reckon- 
ing," and  of  all  the  many  tender,  passionate 
and  beautiful  songs  he  added  to  our  language 
"  Auld  Lang  Syne  "  stands  as  preeminent  as 
he  does  among  singers.  It  was  adapted  by  him  in  the  writ- 
ing to  an  old  Scotch  air,  and  jumped  into  the  widest  popu- 
larity as  soon  as  it  was  published  in  the  Scots  Musical 
Museum,  1786.  For  over  a  century  it  has  been  the  com- 
mon song  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race,  wherever  its  members 
may  be ;  and  it  will  live  while  the  race  lives,  as  he  has 
handed  it  down  to  us.  Writing  of  it  to  a  friend,  in  1793, 
Bums  says :  "  The  air  is  mediocre,  but  the  song,  the  old 
song  of  the  olden  time,  which  has  never  been  in  print  nor 
even  in  manuscript  until  I  took  it  down  from  an  old  man's 
singing,  is  enough  to  recommend  any  air."
